TABOR WINS INDIVIDUAL SCORING HONORS; 
VIRGIL YATES COMES IN A CLOSE SECOND 

Gerald Tabor won the title of high individual scorer 
on this year’s basketball squad. Tabor came on with a 
rush in the last third of the season to nose out Virgil Yates 
by 25 points. Tabor amassed a total of 328 points and 
Yates had 303. Finishing in third position was Charles 
Sevier with 267 points. Bob Kirk, holder of just about 
every all-time record in Vol scoring, was fourth with an 
even 200 points, though he missed the last three games. 
These were the only players to score in double figures per¬ 
centagewise for the entire season. 

Tabor reached his 328 point total on 116 baskets and 96 
free-throws out of 130 attempts. His average was 16.40 
points per game. Yates led the team from the field goal 
standpoint with 118. However, he had only 101 oppor¬ 
tunities from the free-throw lane, making 67. His average 
was 15.15 points per game. Sevier scored his 267 points 
on 112 field goals and 43 free throws out of 57 attempts. 
It will be noticed that he had less than half as many free- 
throw opportunities as did Tabor; but this was due, of 
course, to the difference in positions played. These three 
were the only players to score more than 100 field goals. 

Bob Kirk scored an even 200 points, the third time in 
his four years that he reached that figure. He made 67 
field goals and 66 of 87 free-throw attempts and had an 
average of 11.76 points per game. Thus the Vols had four 
players who averaged better than 11 points per game. 

The only other players to score more than 100 points 
were Bill Kirk and Paul Kelley. Bill finished fifth with 
163 points on 54 field goals and 55 free-throws and an 
average of 8.15 points per game. Kelley, who came on fast 
the last two-thirds of the season, had 152 points on 63 
field goals and 26 of 34 free-throws. His average was 7.60 
points per game. 

Bill Kirk led the team in accuracy from the charity 
lane. His 55 of 77 attempts gave him an average of 77 
percent. Twin Bob was close behind with 76 percent on 
66 of 87. Kelley, with 26 of 34, also averaged 76 percent. 
Sevier, who led this phase of scoring for much of the sea¬ 
son, finished with an average of 75 percent on 43 of 57 
attempts. Sevier made 24 of his first 26 attempts for an 
amazing average of 92 percent.

attainment of an expanded pro¬ 
gram. The Honorable Harold T. 
Brundige, of this city, was in the 
legislature at this time, represent¬ 
ing Weakley County in the Seventy 
Seventh General Assembly of the 
State of Tennessee, and on Feb¬ 
ruary 15, 195L a four-year pro¬ 
gram was by statute authorized. 
The pertinent part of that statute 
is as follows: 

“There is hereby created and 
established by the State of Ten¬ 
nessee a branch of the Univer¬ 
sity of Tennessee at Martin, 
Tennessee, to be known as ‘The 
University of Tennessee, Martin 
Branch,’ which is authorized and 
empowered to offer full four- 
year curricula in Agriculture 
and Home Economics, which 
course shall be prescribed by the 
Trustees of the University of 
Tennessee and meet the require¬ 
ments for Bachelor of Science 
degrees, and upon successful 
completion of the courses so of¬ 
fered students shall be issued 
degrees by said University of 
Tennessee. All other courses 
shall be limited to two years.” 
Now for four years, this insti¬ 
tution has given degrees in Ag¬ 
riculture and Home Economics as 
provided in the above and fore¬ 
going act. 

We are gathered here on this oc¬ 
casion to express our feelings of 
joy and gratitude for past bene 
fits and for the building which 
has been begun on these grounds. 
The University of Tennessee, 
through its Trustees, has let the 
contrec’. and the ground is being 
prepared for the first Women’s 
Residence Hall to be built by the 
State on this campus. This 
structure will house 236 girls 
and likely will be ready for oc¬ 
cupancy at the beginning of the 
fall term of 1957. 

Now having taken a brief look 
into our past achievements, and 
presently realizing more vividly 
than ever before the need for ex¬ 
panded curricula, let us again turn 
our sights to the future, and make 
our plans now for, and toward, 
a greater University of Tennessee 
—including, by all means, the Mar¬ 
tin Branch therein. 

What are our most urgent needs 
at this institution? It appears that 
the needs for courses leading to, 
and including, degrees in Educa¬ 
tion, Liberal Arts, and Business 
Administration are the most ur¬ 
gent of these needs. 

The Martin Branch Committee 
of the Board of Trustees, of which 
I am a member, has made recom¬ 
mendations to the Board that such 
additional Colleges be established 
on this campus. Committees have 
been appointed, studies are being 
made, and I earnestly and sin¬ 
cerely hope that it can be re¬ 
ported. within the next year, that 
these recommendations have been 
realized.
